LONDON, FEB. 17.—At the stroke of midnight the waters sin- 


rounding the coast of the United Kingdom Avill become, so far as lios 
within the power of Germany to make them, a Avar zone which all 
vessels, neutral or othenvise, Avill penetrate at their peril. 


Some of the services across the channel probably Avill be curtail- 


ed but a majority of the neutral shipping lines Avill accept the risk and 
continue their sailings. The names and nationality of the vessels 
and the flags of the nation will be painted on their sides in the hope 
that German submarines Avill not sink them by mistake. 


It is not expected that there will be any immediate and Avide«- 


spread activity by the German submarines, but tho developments re- 
garding neutral ships should bring to a head one of the most interest- 
ing and threatening situations o>f the Avar. 


Britain Says She Is Ready 


LONDON, FEB. 17.—With her na\al plans completed to moot 


the submarine campaign which Germany Avill launch against her to- 
morrow, England aAvaited the issue today Avith all calmness, confi- 
dent in her ability, not only to ward off the German attacks, but also 
to effect a blockade of the German coast that Avill shorten the Avar. 


Rejoicing over the latest successful raid of the British aviation 


corps upon the German naval base at Zcebruggo, Belgium, Avasm- 
creased today by reports that the bombs dropped by the aeroplanes 
had seriously damaged three German submarines. Advices to this 
effect were received from Amsterdam the dispatches also states that 
it will be impossible'for the Germans to repair these submarines at 
Zeebrugge. 


"For A Few Days"

MILKING THE GOVERNMENT 


'A congressman has exceptional opportunities to dig up J'ucts of in- 


terest to his constituents. Not many of them do. The stress of publi'j 
LusmessS, or the stress of something else, prevents most of them from 
using- their really admirable position to frain knowledge of the inner 
workings of public affairs for the enlightenment of the people back 
home. 


Clyde H.'-Tav'cncr, of Illinois, is an exception. He is a newspaper 


man both by instiuct and training. For this reason he knows what the 
people like to know. He furthermore tells them what is going on in 
Washington because he thinks it is part of his duty to do so. Here is 
what he thinks of the private manufacture of war munitions and why 
he thinks it. 


The war department in 1913, he says, purchased 7,000 4.7-ineh 


shrapnel shells from the ammunition 'ring, paying'$25.26 each,therefor. 
At the same time, precisely the same article was being manufactured 
in the government-owned Frankfort arsenal for $15.45. 


The instance cited is not an exception. 
In the. last 20 years army 


sand navy officers have 'purchased $175,000,000 worth of armor, arma- 
ment and jimnJtion.s from four firms, which have a monopoly in this 
country, and have paid on an average from 20 to (iO per cent more for 
them than they could have been manufactured in government plants. 


The four concerns are 1he Bethlehem Stoel Co., the Carnegie Steel 


Co., the Mid vale Steel Co., and the Dupont powder trust. 


The Bethlehem and Carnegie companies bear the reputation of he- 


ing the most bitter enemies of organized labor in the United States. 


I believe J am conservative when 1 say that if all our armor had 


been manufactured in a government, plant, at least $:}r>.000.0(H) would 
have been saved to the American taxpayers—and armor is only one of 
the things being purchased by the army and navy pork barrel ap- 
propriations.
